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Mount Hermon School and its Herd of 
Holstein-Friesians

In 1881 Mr. D. L. Moody founded 
Mount Hermon Boys’ School. The 
school was started under the most 
humble circumstances, the thirty boys 
who attended that year being housed 
in a wing of one of .the farm build- 
ings. Mr. Moody was, however, a 
man of faith, and he believed that 
some day Mount Hermon might be a 
great school, whose influence would 
be almost world-wide. That Mr. 
Moody’s faith was well founded has 
been amply demonstrated, for Mount 
Hermon has grown so fast that it has 
almost two score buildings, a faculty 
of thirty-six, and a student body of 
about six hundred and fifty, and yet, 
in spite of the rapid growth, scores 
of applicants are annually refused ad- 
mission because of lack of accommo- 
dation. 

Mount Hermon School is unique 
among educational institutions in 


many respects, but especially in the 
following: 

In Mr. Moody’s own words, the 
school was founded “To help young 
men of limited means to get an edu- 
cation such as would have done me 
good when I was their age. I want to 
help them into lives that will count 
most for the cause of Christ.” 

That the purpose of the founder is 
being carried out, is attested by the 
large number of Hermon students 
who are making excellent records in 
college as well as in professional and 
business pursuits. 


Another prominent thought in Mr. 
Moody’s mind was to dignify manual 
labor, and to this end each student is 
required to perform two hour’s work 
each day. Nearly all the work 
on the farm and in the buildings is 
done by students. This not only pro- 
motes good health and clear thinking, 








but it serves as an excellent test of 
character and makes the boys self- 
reliant. 


The school year is divided into 
three terms of fifteen weeks each, an 
advantage which not only permits the 
student to drop out and work for a 
term and then re-enter and take up 
his studies where he left off; but it 
also gives a greater number of boys 
the opportunity to attend the school. 
The new terms begin in August, De- 
cember and April. The expense for 
the entire term of fifteen weeks is 
only $70 plus the enrollment fee of 
$5, payable each fiscal year. This in- 
cludes gymnasium, athletic and hospi- 
tal fees as well as plain laundry. Of 
course, this amount does not meet the 
actual cost to the school, and as a 
result, much money has to be raised 
annually by private donations. 

The courses of instruction are made 
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Group of Registered Holstein-Friesian Yearlings. 


very broad, so that the student who 
anticipates college may receive train- 
ing that will admit him into any of 
our largest universities; and the stud- 
ent who expects to return to the farm 
or go into business may receive train- 
ing which will prove of inestimable 
value. 

One of Mr. Moody’s ideas was that 
the school should own a large farm 
and by this means, offer opportunities 
for boys to perform their two hours 
work. As the school grew, it ac- 
quired more and more land until the 





farm now consists of more than a 
thousand acres. For years, this farm 
was run by a splendid, practical, man- 
ager who did much toward the im- 
provement of the land. Later, this 
manager accepted another position 
and it was decided to secure the ser- 
vices of a thoroughly trained gradu- 
ate of an Agricultural College, and to 
offer elementary Agricultural work 
in the class room which would fit the 
boys to become more efficient farmers. 
It seemed to the trustees of the school 
that .Mount Hermon could offer ex- 





ceptional opportunities along this line 
because so many of the students come 
from farms and return to rural sec- 
tions when they leave school. 

In 1904, the services of Prof. Harry 
Hayward ware secured. The fact that 
Prof. Hayward is an alumnus of this 
school proved of inestimable value in 
organizing the work since he was 
thoroughly familiar with the needs of 
the Hermon students. Agricultural 
courses were offered in Animal Hus- 
bandry, Feeds and Feedings, Soils, 
Farm Crops, Farm Management, Hor-

ticulture, and Dairying. These 
courses were made thorough by the 
use of the best text books on the sub- 
jects, while the classroom instruction 
was supplemented by much practical 
work and the solution of practical 
problems such as every farmer must 
face sooner or later. For example, 
students are required to become thor- 
oughly familiar with such problems 
as the home mixing of fertilizer as 
compared with the same fertilizer 
bought ready mixed; the value of bal- 
ancing rations for dairy cows; the 
keeping of records, and in fact all 
those questions which are vitually con- 
nected with common sense, systematic 
farm problems. The arrangement of 
courses today is quite similar to that 
of 1904. The only changes being 
those which would naturally occur in 
the rapidly broadening field of Agri- 
culture. It is hardly necessary to say 
that the Agricultural Department of 
the school is more than justifying its 
existence. 


Many farm boys who can only re- 
main a few years in school, have found 
in Mount Hermon the opportunity 
for study and practical work in their 
chosen vocation. Furthermore, since 
agriculture is only one of the many 
divisions of the school, the students 
have the opportunity of pursuing sub- 
jects in the other departments which 
make them broader men and sends 
them back to the farm better fitted 
for lives of usefulness. 

The agricultural work in the class 





room is not the only means of train- 
ing boys to become capable farmers. 
The large farm calls for a great deal 
of attention. The barn with its thirty 
horses, the piggery containing more 
than a hundred and twenty-five ani- 
mals, blacksmith shop, the large gard- 
en, and the very large Campus all re- 
quire a great deal of care which gives 
many of the students opportunity for 
practical work. Special attention is 
devoted to the production of the most 
economic of farm crops, to crop rota- 
tion, to maintenance of soil fertility 
and in fact to all those things which 
are essential in the development of a 
progressive agriculture. And _ yet, 
while much work has been done in the 
improvement of the school farm as a 
whole, the development of the dairy 
may prove of most interest to the 
readers of this article. _ 

When Prof. Hayward came to 
Mount Hermon, one of his first moves 
was to have the large herd of grade 
cattle tuberculin tested to dispose of 
all animals not profitable and to 
render the barns thoroughly sanitary. 
Since the herd was to be maintained 
primarily for milk production, it was 
decided that MHolstein-Friesian and 
Ayshire cattle would more nearly 
meet the requirements. 

The school purchased a few head 
of well bred registered Holstein-Frie- 
sians, while Dr. Turnbull, the well 
known philanthropist and Ayrshire 
breeder, presented the school with 
twenty registered Ayrshires. It was 





soon discovered, however, that the 
Holstein-Friesians, because of their 
heavy production and naturally quiet 
temperament, were the breed for the 
school. For that reason, attention 
was settled upon them. In 1905, 
when Prof. Hayward bought-his first 
registered Holstein-Friesians, he be- 
gan to look for a bull of excellent 
breeding which would be an important 
factor in the development of the herd. 
He finally purchased Aaggié Grace 
Sir De Kol, a sire of proven merit, 
and one which possessed the desired 
transmitting qualities. With the 
small nucleus of females and with 
Aaggie Grace Sir De Kol at the head, 
the foundation was made and upon 
that foundation the present herd has 
developed. 

Later on, one of the cows purchased 
by Mr. Hayward, Spring Brook 
Creamelle, proved a wonderful indi- 
vidual and a very heavy and consist- 
ent producer. For a while, she held 
the World’s record in the “eight 
months after calving” class. This 
cow was sired by a brother of Aaggie 
Grace Sir De Kol, thus proving the 
qualities of Aaggie Grace 2nds Pie- 
tertje as milk producing blood. It 
may therefore, be readily seen that 
the herd combines in a marked degree 
the blood of Aaggie Grace 2nds Pie- 
tertje and De Kol 2nds Butter Boy 
3rd. To prevent too intense concen- 
tration of blood, however, the school 
purchased two years ago, a bull which 
was sired by Colantha Johanna Ladd 
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and out of Lillian Walker 3rd, which 
has a record of 28.74 of butter in 
seven days. At present, the herd is 
headed by Mount Hermon Royal 
Creamelle who is out of Spring Brook 
Creamelle and sired by Royal Alex- 
ander, Mr. Knowles’ well known show 
bull. In the herd, also, is another 
bull out of Spring Brook Creamelle, 
and sired by Aaggie Grace Sir Butter 
Boy. The Colantha bull will be used 
largely on the daughters of the above 
two bulls, while the daughters of 
Colantha will be bred to a bull out of 
the daughter of Spring Brook Crea- 
melle and Aaggie Grace Sir De Kol 
and sired by Fairview Pontiac Ladd 
which was sired by Pontiac Korn- 
dyke, out of Pontiac Pet, with a seven 
day record of 37.68 pounds of butter. 
The school feels that this combination 
will prove of inestimable value in the 
future development of the herd. 

In 1906, the school herd consisting 
of both grades and registered cows, 
produced 6,000 pounds of milk per 
animal. The annual average produc- 
tion has, by judicial breeding and se- 
lection, increased until in 1912 the 
production was 8750 pounds per cow, 
while in 1914, it was more than 9,000 
pounds. A daily, monthly and yearly 
record is accurately kept, so it is easy 
to tell at a glance the performance of 
each individual. The above record is 
unquestionably good under the cir- 
cumstances. Within the past ten 
years, the herd has increased from 
twenty registered Holstein-Friesians 
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to more than one hundred, sixty of 
which are in milk. These sixty or 
more cows are all milked by the stud- 
ents. Some of these students know 
something about milking, but a great 
majority are largely inexperienced 
and learn at the expense of the cows. 
There is probably no cow in the school 
herd which has fewer than twenty 
different milkers during the year. 
Undoubtedly, the average annual pro- 
duction per cow would be more than 
10,000 pounds for the entire herd, but 
for the conditions mentioned above. 
On the other hand, these student 
milkers are directed by a most capa- 
ble herdsman who sees that they 
handle the milk in the most sanitary 
way. These boys are required to use 
sanitary pails, and to wear white 
suits. The barns are kept clean and 
the cows are thoroughly cleaned each 
day and are kept well bedded. These 
boys are learning. They are taught 
to be gentle with the animals, and to 
be neat in their personal appearance 
while. working in the barns. They 
learn to feed cattle for the greatest 
production, not by watching others, 
but by doing the work themselves 
under competent supervision. The 
trustees of the school are very sure 
that by training men in this way 
they are helping them to become, 
clean, honest, efficient farmers. 

It has been the policy of the school 
for several years to exhibit a small 
number of cattle at our local fairs, 
where they always won a large number 








of prizes. It was not until last year, 
however, that the school decided to 
exhibit at some of the larger fairs jn 
New England, to see how the animals 
would compare in the ring with other 
New England herds. Consequently, 
thirteen head of registered Holstein- 
Friesians were exhibited at Brockton, 
which is unquestionably New Eng- 
land’s greatest Dairy Show. Mr, F, 
F. Field exhibited twenty-six animals 
from his excellent herd, while Rankin 
Brothers, Turner, Whitcomb, and 
other breeders exhibited herds com- 
posed of excellent animals. 

In that contest, Mount Hermon won 
six Firsts, including both Aged and 
Young herds, numerous Seconds, a 
few Thirds, three out of four Cham- 
pionships, one Reserve to Champion- 
ship, a Grand Championship, and two 
Reserve to Grand Championship.

demonstrated its winning power by 
taking eight Firsts out of a possible 


twelve, both Championships (no 
Grand Championships awarded at 
White River Junction) Premier 


Championship, and a silver cup for 
the best “four cows in milk.” At the 
Vermont Valley Fair, held at Brattle- 
boro, the prizes awarded to Mount 
Hermon cattle consisted of ten out of 
a possible twelve Firsts. -From Brat- 
tleboro, the herd was taken to Brock- 
tion, Massachusetts. Here, the school 
herd won six Firsts, eight Seconds, 
five Thirds, two Fourths, two out of 
four Championships, two out of four 
Reserve to Championships one of the 
two Grand Championships, one out of 
the two Reserve to Grand Champion- 
ships. At this fair, the School herd 
also won Premier Championship, 
awarded to the largest winner. Mount 
Hermon Royal Creamelle, the head of 
the herd, was Grand Champion in all 
cases with the exception of Hartford, 
and in every case, he was First Prize 
winner with “Bull and Get.” He al- 
so acquired fourth place at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show at Chicago this 
year. This is a remarkable show- 
ing for a bull only four years of age, 
and with his “first Get” a yearling 
heifer.

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What the Government in Doing for 
the Farmer 


Address of the Secretary of Agriculture before the National Dairy 


Show Association, Chicago, Illinois, 


I am not here today to discuss the 
technical problems of dairying or the 
live stock situation specifically, and 
especially not to discuss either of 
these topics in their technical bear- 
ings. Others much more expert in 
such matters will deal with these 
problems. I am here to consider with 
you certain broad aspects of agricul- 
ture and of rural life in this nation; 
to indicate the interest of the Feder- 
al government in their betterment, 
and to tell you as fully as time will 
permit what the Government is doing 
to help the farmer and, therefore, to 
make the nation prosperous. It is a 
truism that the advancement of farm- 
ing and the betterment of rural life 
lie at the very root of our prosperity 
and strength as a nation. Today, all 
the people, urban and rural alike, are 
keenly interested in the supply of 
the necessaries of life, and recog- 
nize the supreme importance of mak- 
ing agriculture efficient and profitable 
and rural life comfortable, healthful, 
pleasurable, and attractive. Moore 
attention and more intelligent think- 
ing have been directed to the study 
of the fundamental problems in rural 
economics in the last few years than 
in any preceding decade, and it may 
be safely asserted that in the last two

years more significant legislative 
measures have been enacted or pushed 
farther to the stage of completion 
than in any similar period in the his- 
tory of the nation. It is vastly sig- 
nificant that attention is no longer 
exclusively directed merely to the pri- 
mary problems of production. The 
center of interest, as a matter of fact, 
has tended to shift, and the rural life 
problem has begun to be conceived, 
as it should be—as a very broad and 
complex one. * * * 

With all our efforts, while we wit- 
ness an increasing diversification of 
agriculture and both a relative and 
absolute increase in many of our im- 
portant lines of production, such as 
wheat, forage crops, ftfuits, dairy 
products, and poultry, we still note 
not only a relative but also an abso- 
lute decrease in'a number of our im- 
portant staple food products such as 
corn and meats. In the former, in the 
last 15 years, there has been no sub- 
stantial advance. In cattle, sheep, 
and hogs, there has been an absolute 
decline—in cattle from the census 
year 1899—1909 of from 50 million 
head to 41 million; in sheep of from 
61 million to 52 million; of hogs from 
63 million to 58 million, while popu- 
lation has increased 16 million. Re-

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member that this situation appears 
not in a crowded country but in one 
which is still in a measure being pio- 
neered; in one in which, with 935 
million acres of arable land, not over 
400 millions or 45 ver cent is under 
cultivation; in one in which the pop- 
ulation per square mile does not ex- 
ceed 31 and ranges from .7 of one 
per cent in Nevada to 508 in Rhode 
Island. What is the trouble? Is it 
that the American farmer has not as 
much intelligence or as high a de- 
gree of efficiency as those of other na- 
tions? I would resent on behalf of 
the American farmer such an imputa- 
tion and the facts contradict it. It is 
true he does not produce as much per 
acre as the farmer in a number of 
civilized nations—but production per 
acre is not our standard. It is pro- 
duction per person engaged in agri- 
culture and by this test he is from 
two to six times as efficient as most 
of his competitors. And I have not 
the slightest doubt that the ensuing 
years will make it clearer that the 
American farmers can hold their own 
in free competition with those of the 
rest of the world and not only retain 
in learge measure a monopoly of his 
own rapidly growing home market 
but also supply a considerable part of 
the foodstuffs consumed by the world. 
Relatively speaking, extensive farm- 
ing is still economically the sound pro- 
gram for the American farmer, but it 
is becoming decreasingly so; and the 
aim must be, while maintaining su- 
premacy in production per man, to 
assert supremacy in production per 
acre. The continued solution of the 
problem here suggested is one which 
now seriously engages the attention 
of the federal government as well as 


the governments of the States. 
~ * * 


There is no question that the aver- 
age farmer in the settled areas of the 
nation generally can produce a 
greater number of the larger animals, 
principally as by-products, to the bet- 
terment of his farm economy, and 
without great increase in expense, 
and that the farmer in the South in 
this respect enjoys unusual opportun- 
ities. And it is further apparent tnat 
the farmers everywhere in the exist- 
ing state of knowledge can largely 
increase the supply of swine and 
poultry products which constitute a 
large and increasing part of the con- 
sumption of the average family, the 
annual value of the latter alone ag- 
gregating half a billion dollars, or 
50 per cent of the aggregate value of 
the cotton produced in the nation. The 
last census shows a lamentable neg- 
lect of live stock in the South. While 
the average Iowa farm has six milch 
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cows, in North Carolina and Alabama 
it has less than two, and in South 
Carolina one. While the average 
Iowa farm has 35 hogs, in North Car- 
olina and Alabama, it has less than 
5, South Carolina less than 4. And 
while the average farm in Iowa has 
more than 108 poultry, in North Car- 
alina and Alabama, it has less than 
20, and in South Carolina less than 
17. A well trained investigator has 
recently said that the average farm 
home in Georgia produces less than 
2 eggs a week, less than two-thirds 
of an ounce of butter, and two-thirds 
of a pint of milk a day, and one-third 
of a hog, one-half of a beef, and one- 
one hundredth of a sheep per year per 
person, and that the cotton crop of 
the State does not even approximately 
pay its food and feed bill. No south- 
ern State is giving the requisite at- 
tention either to the production of 
foodstuffs for human being or for live 
stock. A conservative estimate indi- 
cates that Texas imports from other 
States annually more than $50,000,000 
worth of wheat, corn and oats; Geor- 
gia more than $24,000,000; South 
Carolina more than $20,000,000; and 
12 southern States more than $175,- 
000,000 and $48,000,000 worth of 
meats, dairy and poultry products. It 
may be admitted that most of these 
States should not undertake the pro- 
duction of these commodities for for- 
eign or interstate shipment in compe- 
tition with great States of the Middle 
West, but every student must recog- 
nize the unwisdom of their failure to 
produce enough of these things for the 
consumption of their people and for 
the laying of the foundation of a 
prosperous live stock development. 

Too exclusive devotion to a single 
crop anywhere is unwise in normal 
times, and is a peril in times of dis- 
turbance. It is bound to produce just 
such a catastrophe as has befallen the 
South in the present emergency. It 
prevents the full utilization of land 
and labor, fails to fill the gaps in the 
work schedules, and furnishes no re- 
serve. 

But an easier and more defiinite 
program for a large increase in the 
meat supply involves the eradication 
of the cattle tick, of tuberculosis, and 
of hog cholera. The Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture inspects meats 
passing in to interstate commerce. In 
one year it condemned three hundred 
thousand entire carcasses of animals 
and five hundred and sixty thousand 
parts of carcasses. Of fifty-seven 
million animals inspsected in 1914, 
five hundred and thirty-three thou- 
sand were found to be infected with 
tuberculosis. This disease is increas- 
ing. It is estimated that hog cholera 








caused a loss in 1913 of over six mil- 
lion hogs valued at more than sixty 
millions of dollars, and that the cattle 
tick causes‘ an anuual loss of from 
forty to one hundred or more millions 
of dollars and prevents sthe proper 
development of the love-stock industry 
in the infected area. The Government 
is vitally interested in the control and 
eradication of these diseases, and for 
the current year appropriated more 
than a million and a half dollars for 
this service and for the development

Other 
sales, not far away, have averaged 
quite as well, while the registered

A Rejoinder the rejoiner of Mr. 

Frank M. Avery. We 
like Mr. Avery because he has the 
come back spirit, but, we cannot see 
why he need to inject the “philan- 
thropy” idea into the problem unless 
it is to obscure the main issue. 

If it is “philanthropy for the As- 
sociation to loan its surplus to its 
members at 4% or 5% interest in- 
stead of exacting the highest legal 
rate, then indeed, it is exercising a 
large measure of “philanthrophy” in 
its dealings with the banks and trust 
companies from which it receives 
about one-half that rate. We must 
take into consideration the undoubted 
fact, judging from the history of bank 
failures, that money loaned by the 
Association to its membership and se- 
cured on Holstein-Friesian cattle and 
Holstein-Friesian farms would be 
more safely invested than when lodged 
in banks. 

According to Mr. Avery to loan to 
the banks and trust companies, at, 
say, 3 per cent is “good business,” 
but to loan to its own membership at 
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4 or 5 per cent, furnishing capital 
with which to purchase Holstein- 
Friesians, thereby boosting the breed, 
is “bad business,” and_ especially 
“bad” since it would be “philanthro- 
py.” According to this, the higher 
the rate of interest, up to a certain 
point, the greater the “philanthropy.” 

The Holstein-Friesian Association 
has always charged non-members just 
twice as much for registration of ani- 
mals as it has charged members. Is 
this an instance of “philanthropy?” 
If so, is the “ philanthropy shown 
towards the members, or the non- 
members? 

Isn’t it just possible that Mr. Avery 
has “slipped his trolley” on this “phi- 
lanthropy” idea?

Dear Sir:—I have read with inter- 
est and amusement your reply in the 
World of October 17th to my letter 
in the World of September 26th. 

I regret that I sent my letter to 
the office of the World at Lacona, 
New York, instead of to Madison, 
Wis. I did so because Auray Farms’ 
correspondence has, I believe, been 
with the Eastern office; my subscrip- 
tions are paid there; contract for ad- 
vertisement (run in both editions) 
made there; copy for subsequent 
changes in advertisement, both for 
Western and Eastern editions sent to 
that office, etc., so when I wrote my 
letter I sent it to the familiar office. 
I did not then appreciate the fact 
that the World is really two papers 
with different views and policies, on 
some matters at least, the Western 
Edition, for example, strongly advo- 
cating the loan bureau and the East- 
ern Edition showing “little or no in- 
terest in the subject.” 

I would be very sorry to feel that 
I had “taxed the courtesy of the edi- 
tors of the Eastern Edition” or have 
failed in courtesy toward you. 

May I ask you to permit me to re- 
fer in your columns to one or two 
points? 

Insurance. As you very correctly 
suggest, the cost of inspection, super- 
vision and any extra expense would 
be “assessed back” upon the _ bor- 
rower; and insurance, if not paid by 
the borrower in the first instance, 
would be assessed on him. Probably 
my language would have been more 
happy had I said that I believed that 
these things, plus the insurance, 
would be prohibitive of low cost, in- 
stead of saying, as I did, prohibitive 
of “low interest charges”. Of course 
it is the borrower who ultimately 


pays. 
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Profits. Doubtless, as you say, 6% 
fixed by many States as the legal 
rate of interest, is often less than 
might be exacted. I believe that it is 
good business to make loans at as 
large a rate of interest as possible 
within the legal limit; I believe it 
would be bad business to loan funds 
at less than 6% if 6% could be had 
on equal security, and I believe that 
it would not be good business to loan 
the Association’s money to members 
for a less rate of interest than could 
be had elsewhere, the security being 
equal. This might, of course, be 
done from “humanitarian considera- 
tions”, between which and “philan- 
thropy (the word I employed) there 
seems to be little real distinction. I 
wrote my letter purely from a busi- 
ness standpoint and said so. If the 
idea is that the proposed bureau is to 
be governed by humanitarian consid- 
erations and if there is a need for it 
for such reasons, the subject would 
require different consideration. 

The character of our membership. 
You say that some of my reasons are 
“not complimentary” to the member- 
ship of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation. I in no way reflected upon 
the character, integrity or honesty 
of the membership. I simply referred 
to the security and to the fact that 
many of the borrowers might be men 
of little or no financial responsibility 
beyond the cattle bought largely with 
the borrowed money. But if, as you 
suggest at the close of your reply, 
one of the reasons for the establish- 
ment of the proposed loan Bureau by 
the Holstein-Friesian Association is 
to prevent “breeding schemes: for 
graft and exploitation”, then indeed, 
“now is the time to act.”

MR. H. W. CLARKE CONCERNING 
THE PROPOSED ASSOCIATION 
LOAN BUREAU 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have read with much interest the 
various communications published in 
your recent issues discussing the sub- 
ject of the Association’s surplus and 
suggesting methods of investment, etc. 
There was a time years ago when 
each time the Congress met the sub- 
ject of what to do with the surplus 
came up. No plan of disposing of the 
surplus was adopted but the surplus 
in time disappeared and in fact be- 
came a deficit. 

The Association is organized not 
for purposes of making a profit and 
can hardly become, unless some radi- 
cal changes were made in the organ- 
ization, a satisfactory means of mak- 
ing permanent investment of funds. 

; 
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It seems altogether likely that in the 
course of time the Association’s rev- 
enues and disbursements should about 
equal each other. 

The question of the rate for money 
varying in different communities can 
hardly be solved by any action which 
might be taken by the Association. 
Where the rates are high there is al- 
most always some good and sufficient 
reason. Rates of interest vary at 
least as much as 2 per cent in almost 
any community in New York State— 
Commencing with about a 4 per cent 
rate on municipal borrowings and 
running up to about 6 per cent for 
the ordinary business paper or farm- 
er’s short time note. This variation 
of at least two per cent right here in 
New York State is not considered a 
hardship to the borrowers paying the 
higher rates. In most cases the west- 
ern borrower paying higher rates, tak- 
ing greater risks and making greater 
profits or losses does not consider the 
rate a hardship. The farmer in the 
older and more settled communities is 
a favored customer of the banks and 
gets the lowest going rates. In the 
newer sections where the risks are 
greater and the demand for funds 
greater he naturally pays more for 
his accommodations. 

As a means of using its funds for 
the greatest advantage of its memb- 
ers, I would suggest that the Aséo- 
ciation formulate a plan of selecting 
for depositaries banks situated in 
known’  Holstein-Friesian territory 
and who are loaning their funds to 
farmers and breeders. The rates of 
interest obtainable for such deposits 
might not be uniform in all cases but 
the security could be made uniform 
by taking surety bonds. The increase 
of loanable funds would be a direct 
advantage to the banks and their bor- 
rowing customers. 

Former methods of selecting a few 
favored banks have been abandoned 
by the U. S. Government and most of 
the States, and surplus funds are now 
generally distributed in a large num- 
ber of banks, either where the funds 
are greatly needed or where they com- 
mand a fair rate of interest. 

It seems to me this plan, if adopted, 
would be the safest, most practical 
and of greatest benefit not only to the 
Association but to its members.

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WHAT THE GOVERNMENT IS 
DOING FOR THE FARMER 
(Continued from page 1617) 
of the dairy industry and animal feed- 
ing and breeding, to say nothing of 
the large item for meat inspection. 
The most significant new piece of leg- 
islation was the appropriation of a 
half million dollars for hog cholera, 
which is being used for experimental 
and other demonstrations in the con- 
trol of this disease and for the inspec- 
tion of serum and the protection of 
the farmer against impotent products. 
The work of tick eradication is con- 
tinued. It has resulted in the clear- 
ing up and freeing of 223,000 square 
miles, an area exceeding that of Geor- 
gia, Florida, Alabama and Mississippi 
combined, or as great as that of Ger- 
many or France. At the same rate, 
with intelligent co-operation, the re- 
maining area, double that of Texas, 
or that of Germany and France com- 
bined, will be free within fifteen 

years. 

Every effective thing that may be 
done to stimulate the live-stock inter- 
ests in general will, of necessity, react 
favorably upon the great industry, the 
dairy industry, in which you are im- 
mediately and specially concerned. 
The importance of this great interest 
the Government fully appreciates, in- 
volving as it does the handling of 
twenty-one millions of cows, an an- 
nual product of approximately six 
hundred millions of dollars in value, 
more than half a billion pounds of 
butter, half a billion pounds of con- 
densed milk, and a third of a billion 
pounds of cheese. It is needless for 
me to tell you that dairying has made 
marked advance in recent years, but 
there is much to be done and the Gov- 
ernment is making every effort to as- 
sist. It is studying how to reduce cost 
and to eliminate waste, to develop in 
those concerned careful business hab- 
its, the keeping of exact records and 
the definite knowledge each day of 
how their business stands. It is urg- 
ing the grading of all dairy products, 
the elimination of waste in milk de- 
livery, the organization of the milk 
supply, the extension of co-operation 
in buying and selling, and the exter- 
mination of disease in cows, especially 
of tuberculosis. Along these lines lies 
the hope of development and profit 
both to the producer and consumer. 

Within the year Congress has 
enacted a measure of even vaster sig- 
nificance and greater consequence. I 
refer to the Smith-Lever Extension 
Bill, which, in my judgment, is one of 
the most significant educational meas- 
ures ever adopted by any government. 
It recognizes a new class of pupils— 
a class composed of men and women 








working at their daily tasks on the 
farm. The Government takes the 
adult farmer and farm woman, as 
well as the farm boy and girl, as its 
pupils. It provides for an expendi- 
ture of over eight millions of dollars, 
partly by the States. It incorporates 
the most efficient method of conveying 
information to the farmer, and 
through the healthful process of ¢co- 
operation between the State and the 
nation, places the brains of these two 
great agencies at his disposal, insures 
efficiency, and eliminates waste and 
friction. I yield to no man my appre- 
ciation of the value of scientific in- 
vestigation and research, but I am 
convinced that the great task confront- 
ing us now for the betterment of 
agriculture is to bring to the average 
farmer what the experts and the best 
farmers know and to induce them to 
apply it. If we could secure this we 
should revolutionize agriculture; and 
this is the object of the Smith-Lever 
Bill. It aims to reach the farmer by 
personal contact, and above all, to 
bring assistance to the farm woman 
who has been too long neglected as a 
factor in the agricultural life of the 
nation. 

But vital as are these problems of 
production, even more urgent are the 
problems of marketing and distribu- 
tion. It has become clear to students 
of agriculture that further produc- 
tion in many directions waits on bet- 
ter distribution, and that in this field 
fundamental problems of justice and 
injustice are involved which demand 
solution. The time has come to con- 
ceive agriculture in all its relations, 
to conceive it as a unit and not to 
attend to merely one or a few of its 
phases. The Government has been 
quick to see these things. Urgent 
problems have been pressing’ upon it 
for solution, problems of marketing, 
of distribution, of good roads, of rural 
finance and of rural sanitation and 
health, and the Department of Agri- 
culture has rapidly tended to become, 
as it should, a great Department of 
rural economics and of rural life. The 
Congress now sitting has appropriated 
two hundred thousand dollars for the 
study of marketing, passed the Cotton 
Futures Act, made increased provi- 
sion for the investigation and promo- 
tion of good roads, and has pushed 
nearly to the point of completion 
measures for the standardization of 
grain and for the supervision of its 
sale in interstate commerce, for the 
standardization of cotton and for a 
rermissive warehouse system for the 
leading staple crops. The Office of 
Markets, although only recently cre- 
ated and necessarily requiring time 
for the securing of an efficient staff 














of experts, has conducted investiga- 
tions in a great variety of directions, 
furnished much information to those 
seeking it; and it will at no distant 
day extend aid through bulletins and 
as rapidly as possible through demon- 


stration. 
* ok * 


The Government recognizes as well 
the broader aspects of rural life. It 
knows that the genius for organiza- 
tion which has done so much for in- 
dustry in the nation can be brought to 
prevail in the sphere of rural life and 
of agriculture. Extreme individualism 
in agriculture has had its day. There 
can be no question that the key to the 
solution of many of the problems of 
rural life will be found in some form 
of concerted action or of co-operation. 
Some form of organization is as in- 
evitable as it is desirable. Without it 
the farmer cannot have adequate 
schools or social life; without it he 
cannot secure good roads; standardize 
his products or economically market 
them; without it he cannot have the 
proper health facilities or lay the 
credit foundations which will enable 
him to secure capital at more reason- 
able rates. The Congress has recently 
given concrete expression of its ap- 
preciation of these phases of rural 
life by placing at the disposal of the 
Department of Agriculture the fund 
for the study of co-operation, and not 
only as it affects marketing, but also 
as it affects other phases of rural ac- 
tivities and especially as it affects ru- 
ral credits. In addition to recogniz- 
ing, as the President expresses it, that 
the farmer “is the servant of the sea- 
sons”, and that, therefore, not as a 
matter of discrimination but as a mat- 
ter of equal justice, peculiar consid- 
eration should be had for his circum- 
stances and of his credit needs, by 
providing in the Federal Reserve Act, 
for a longer period of maturity for 
farmers’ loans and for loans on farm 
mortgages by national banks within 
certain limits, Congress has spent 
many weeks maturing a measure for 
the creation of land mortgage banks 
and the Department of Agriculture 
has made a special study of co-opera- 
tive credit associations for the small 
farmer. There is every reason to 
hope that in the near future valuable 
and helpful action will be taken in 
these two directions. 

Nothing short of a successful at- 
tempt to secure these larger results 
in the rural life of the nation, to or- 
ganize it, to make it profitable, health- 
ful, comfortable, and attractive, can 
satisfy any thoughtful and patriotic 
man. It is the only sure way of de- 
veloping and retaining in the rural 
districts of the nation an adequate 
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number of efficient and contented peo- 
ple. That the thought and action of 
the nation must, be. along these lines 
is made clear by the facts I have re- 
cited and by the further fact that 
while the population of the nation in 
the last 15 years has increased 23 
millions, the strictly rural districts 
have shown an increase of less than 
6 millions. We cannot neglect the 
higher things to which the material 
minister and which if secured would 
render much of our other effort un- 
necessary. The greatest undeveloped 
resource of any community is its peo- 
ple, and if we devoted more attention 
to the conservation and development 
of the people we should be relieved of 
much of our concern for the conser- 
vation and development of our nat- 
ural resources. An awakening of the 
mental and spiritual faculties is pre- 
requisite to the success of any educa- 
tional enterprise, and therefore along 
with our attempts directly to increase 
the production of material things, we 
must_minister to the minds and spirits 
of the rural population. In short, we 
must see to it that the finer results 
and the higher things of civilization 
are not the peculiar possession of ur- 
han peoples,—that they do not pass 
by or over our struggling rural 
masses. We must see to it that there 
is within reach of every country boy 
and girl an opportunity for an ele- 
mentary and scondary school training, 
that the rural family be protected in 
its health against the ravages of in- 
sects and of disease; that the load be 
lifted in some measure from the 
struggling women of the farm, and 
that the wholesome social attractions 
of life be made more freely to abound. 
Any expenditure of effort or money in 
this direction will not be a burden but 
an investment, and with such protec- 
tion, the farmers of this nation need 
not fear the competition of the world 
and the nation need not fear for its 
permanency.

DAIRYING AND THE DAIRY COW 
By R. S. Stevenson, Ancaster, Ont. 

The increasing interest shown in 
the dairy business in Ontario is strik- 
ing evidence of the value of the dairy 
cow aS a money-maker for the man 
who will use intelligence and judg- 
ment’ in the business. There is no 
branch of farming in-which the re- 
turns to the farmer for his labor are 
so certain. Are the dairymen, as a 
rule, getting the returns from their 
business that it is capable of giving 
them? I am quite sure they are not, 
and it is largely to be attributed to 
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the fact that far too many unprofit- 
able cows are being kept. The rec- 
ords of the cow testing associations 
show that the average cow of the 
country produces about four thous- 
and pounds of milk in the year. One 
can figure out for himself how much 
profit there is in feeding and milking 
a cow say ten months for that amount 
of milk. I have never been able to 
feed my cows for less than thirty- 
five or forty dollars a year; so, with 
milk at one dollar per hundred, an 
average price, there is no profit in 
the cow that does not give a good deal 
more than four thousand pounds of 
milk. Now, if the four thousand 
pound cow is the average cow of the 
country, there must be a lot of cows 
that do not give even four thousand 
pounds. Some one has those cows; 
they are in existence somewhere; and, 
as a matter of fact, there are very 
few men who are dairying to any ex- 
tent, but have more or less of these 
unprofitable cows in their herds. We 
see springing up all over the country 
fine modern barns that have cost their 
owners a great deal of money, but, 
on visiting these barns, what do we 
often find? In a herd of fifteen or 
twenty cows you can pick out a dozen 
or more that could not possibly be 
profitable cows; and yet these cows 
are allowed to occupy valuable stalls 
in this fine modern barn. A man 
had better have a house with a tenant 
in it that did not pay him any rent, 
for he does not have to board the 
tenant, but he does have to board the 
cow that neither pays rent for her 
stable, nor does she give a sufficient 
return in milk to pay for her keep, 
to say nothing of the time and labor 
expended in milking and caring for 
her. Now there is only one remedy 
for this sort of thing, and that is for 
farmers to start weighing the milk 
of every cow and have it tested, thus 
finding out which are his boarders. He 
should get rid of the unprofitable 
cows at the earliest possible moment, 
not by selling them to some one else 
for dairy cows, but by sending them 
to the butcher, for there is only one 
profit to be got out of these worth- 
less dairy cows, and that is when they 
yield up their lives to the butcher’s 
block, and the sooner they do that 
the better for everyone. 

The surest way to accumulate a 
profitable dairy herd is for the farm- 
er to breed his own cows; it is a dif- 
ficult matter to buy many good ones, 
as every one knows who has tried it, 
but anyone can breed up a herd if 
he goes about it in the right way and 
with a determination to succeed. There 
are certain principles, however, to 
which he must adhere to, briefly stated 
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be followed: First, commence weigh- 
ing the milk and weed out the board- 
ers; next get a pure bred bull of one 
of our dairy breeds and mate with his 
best cows. Then select the most vig- 
orous heifer calves and raise them to 
become strong heifers that can handle 
large quantities of cheap coarse feeds, 
like ensilage, etc. One can thus in 
a few years grade up a herd of cows 
that will not only be a source of great 
profit to him, but will also be a source 
of pleasure, as he will have something 
to be proud of, and he will take a cer- 
tain amount of pleasure in attending 
to them. He will also take better 
care of them, feed them better, and 
consequently increase their produc- 
tion of milk. The man who does this 
will be a better citizen all round, as 
he begins to realize some of the pro- 
fits that can be got out of keeping 
dairy cows when conducted along busi- 
ness lines. 

As the basis of all the improve- 
ment that can be made in the herd is 
the bull,‘too much care cannot be tak- 
en in his selection. It is a more dif- 
ficult matter to choose a bull to grade 
up a herd of dairy cows from than 
to select one for the purpose of breed- 
ing beef cattle. In the latter case, 
the chief thing is the right conforma- 
tion, but the giving of milk is some- 
thing that is controlled largely by the 
inside of the animal, and you cannot 
tell much about this from the out- 
word appearance. By selecting a bull 
from outward appearances alone one 
would be very likely to be disappointed 
in the offspring when he came to milk 
them. We must have a guarantee in 
the breeding of our dairy bull to know 
that he comes from a line of produc- 
ing cows, especially on the female 
side of his ancestry, and the closer 
up they are to him the better. Espec- 
ially should he have a good mother, 
not only a good producer, but a cow 
with a perfect udder. We hear of a 
great many cows going wrong in the 
udder by losing quarters, etc. This 
is a thing that is hereditary, and if 
you breed from a bull whose dam was 
defective in the udder the probabili- 
ties are a number of that bull’s daugh- 
ters will go wrong in the udder, 
which is a fatal defect as far as a 
dairy cow is concerned; and we can 
get plenty of these defects. without 
breeding them. Anything in the 
shape of an injury that came from 
the outside would of course not sig- 
nify, as it would not be hereditary, 
but it is the defect that comes from 
the inside and is constitutional that 
we should guard against in the selec- 
tion of a bull for the improvement of 
our dairy herd. The bull to be placed 
at the head of a grade herd should, 
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if possible, have richer producing 
blood than one at the head of a herd 
of pure bred cows, as he has a harder 
battle to maintain his good qualities. 
He represents a larger proportion of 
the value of the herd. Only his heif- 
ers will be of value, and all bull 
calves should be sacrificed. No 
amount of good breeding and expen- 
sive feeding will build up the herd 
to a uniform degree of excellence, un- 
less the calves are selected with care. 
Not every heifer calf should be kept; 
only those that are well born have 
any chance of becoming good cows. 
The vigor or lack of vigor at birth 
will generally follow them through 
life. After the heifers come into 
milk another selection must be made, 
as they will not all come up to the 
standard. However, I would not con- 
demn a heifer the first milking period. 
I would give her a second chance, as 
they are sometimes a little slow in 
developing. It is always advisable 
to procure an old tried bull if pos- 
sible, as when you get him you are 
getting a certainty. His progeny is 


Stick to it. 








an evidence of his value; you know 
he is a producer of good cows; but, 
with the young untried bull, there is 
a certain amount of chance. Bulls 
with good breeding do not always 
prove to be good stock-getters. The 
old bull of proven qualities can often 
be bought at a low price from some 
farmer who has finished with him. 
Unfortunately, a good many of our 
best bulls have been sold for beef be- 
fore we knew how good they were. 
Another very important point in the 
grading up of a dairy herd is for a 
man to choose one breed and then 
Never cross-breed if you 
wish to accomplish something; as a 
matter of fact, the indiscriminate 
crossing of our different breeds of 
live stock has been the curse of the 
live stock industry of the whole Do- 
minion of Canada. The average 
farmer thinks that by crossing back- 
wards he can combine the good quali- 
ties of the different breeds in one in- 
dividual. It is needless to say that 
this method of breeding has never 
resulted in anything but disaster.

STAY ON THE FARM AND BE 
YOUR OWN BOSS 

There is one thing we should like 
to urge very strongly in this issue, 
Mr. Farmer Boy, and that is that 
you stay on the farm where you can 
be your own boss, instead of going 
off to the city to be somebody’s clerk 
or hired man — that is, unless you 
have some special marked and definite 
talent for some particular work. 

It is true, of course, that the farm- 
er does not now get all the profit he 
ought to get—nor all he is going to 
get—but it is also true that the work- 
ingman in the country fares better 
than the workingman in town. Read 
all you can, study all you can, and 
prepare yourself to be a good farmer 
—a genuinely wide-awake, progress- 
ive farmer—and you _ will, nine 
chances out of ten, fare better than 
if you should go to town. 
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As we see it, the farmer’s day is 
coming. The thought of the world 
is turned as never before to building 
up the country. The Government it- 
self, which was once interested in pro- 
tecting manufactures, developing 
manufactures, and building up the 
towns, is beginning to see that the 
source of all prosperity is the farm. 
But the one best sign is that the 
farmers themselves are getting 
aroused and studying their privileges 
and rights. Already the awakening 
and organization of the farmers have 
resulted in untold good, and you ought 
to resolves now that there shall be a 
farmers’ organization in your neigh- 
borhood as long as you live. If you 
are over 16 years old, join the Farm- 
ers’ Union or whatever other organi- 
zation is nearest you, and take an 
active part in it. Speak to your fath- 
er about it. 

Another thing which insures better 
times for the Southern farmer is this: 
For a hundred years until very re- 
cently we have had to compete with 
cheap-land farmers in the West. That 
is to say, any farmer could go out 
West and stake out a “homestead”, 
and sell his crops without alliwance 
for land values because his land cost 


him nothing, or practically nothing. 
But all that is past: The cheap lands 
of the West have gone, and now when 
the Western farmer sells his crops 
he must add $5 to $10 per acre as an 
allowance for rent or for interest on 
land values. And because of this 
fact crops simply can’t be sold as 
cheaply as formerly. 

Then, too, city populations have in- 
creased faster than country popula- 
tions the whole world over, and it is

CARE OF THE FALL CALF 
By C. P. Ingram, Elgin Co., Ont., in 
Farm and Dairy 

We like to have our cows freshen 
in the fall. The condensory pays us 
more for milk in the winter months, 
we get more milk from each cow in 
the course of the whole jlactation 
period, and last, but by no means 
least, we can raise better calves. No 
spring calf is big enough or strong 
enough to thrive on grass the first 
summer. The best place for it by all 
means is in the stable. And we know 
by experience that it is precious lit- 
tle attention the calves generally get 
when there is a rush on with other 
work. In the winter, however, we 
have lots of time for chores, and the 
fall calves get the best of care. 

At one time we raised a great many 
and our greatest trouble was always 
with scours, and these in turn we at- 
tributed to the difficulty in keeping 
the milk pails sweet and fresh. If 
neglected in the least they get sour, 
and scours in the calf pen is the re- 
sult. It is easier to keep a calf from 
having scours than it is to cure it 
once it is scoured. The easiest way 
to avoid scours during the milk feed- 
ing days is to have fall calves, as we 
all know that keeping pails sweet in 
cold weather is an easy matter. 

Milk Feeding Rules 

We make a practice of feeding 
whole milk for the first 10 days. Then 
we gradually begin feeding skim milk, 
and at three weeks the whole milk 
has been entirely displaced. The 
amount of milk fed ranges from three 
quarts to six quarts a day for the 
first two weeks, and the amount is 
increased according to the demands 
of the animal. At first we feed the 
milk three times a day, and so im- 
portant do we consider it that the 
temperature be uniform at all feed- 
ings, that we use a thermometer, al- 
ways heating the midday feeding ex- 
actly up to blood heat. Nothing will 
upset a calf more quickly than to feed 
it warm milk morning and night and 
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heavy producer.

cold milk in the middle of the day. 
The milk feeding is continued right 
up to six months of age, but of course 
before that time the calf is strong 
enough to take cold milk. My plan, 
however, is to feed the milk warm 
directly from the separator right to 
the end. 

The great trouble where milk is 
shipped to the condensory, as in our 
case, is the temptation to starve the 
calves for the benefit of the conden- 
sory. We are getting into pure bred 
Holsteins, however, and are looking 
forward to the day when our calves 





will be more important financially 





than even the milk. Accordingly, we 
skim enough milk, making the cream 
into butter, to feed the calves liber- 
ally for the first six months. We sub- 
stitute to some extent with Blatch- 
ford’s calf meal, and find it good. 
Teaching to Eat Grain 
When the calves are a couple of 
weeks old, we begin to drop a little 
grain into the bottom of the milk 
pails and we soon have them eating 
grain. The grain feeding consists of 
a little oil meal and a good large pro- 
portion of crushed oats. In fact, 


oats are our standby for all growing 
stock.

An objection that we have fre- 
quently heard to fall calves is that 
warm enough quarters cannot be pro- 
vided for them on the average farm. 
Our belief is that the calves do not 
require as warm quarters as do the 
men who wait on them. Our calf 
barn is not as warm as the cow barn 
but the calves never experience any 
discomfort and grow more vigorously 
than any spring calves of ours ever 
did. The calf barn has lots of light, 
lots of clean straw, and wire parti- 
tions. With quarters such as these, 
we are not afraid of the fall calf 
proposition. 


UNIVERSAL PEACE 

It is the man who goes armed that 
is most likely to get into a shooting 
scrape. So it is with nations. Noth- 
ing is more clearly taught by the great 
war in Europe, than that preparation 
for war gets nations into trouble in- 
stead of keeping them out of it. Prep- 
aration for war breeds suspicions 
among nations, and creates a military 
class anxious to try its strategy and 
engines of destruction. The big les- 
son of the war is that universal peace 
can come only through disarmament, 
and not through thorough prepara- 
tion. 
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Another lesson of the present conflict 
but one not so obvious, is that world- 
wide free trade is a necessary fore- 
runner of universal peace. Desires 
to gain new territory in order to se- 
cure trade outlets and increased vol- 
ume of trade, with accompanying in- 
ternational jealousies, were really the 
cause of the present conflagration. 
Under free trade there would be no 
occasion to seek trade outlets, and 
nothing in the way of trade would 
be gained by annexing new territory. 

The type of national selfishness em- 
bodied in tariff walls must disappear 
before we can have universal peace. 
And when we learn thus to be unsel- 
fish we shall find that it pays hand- 
somely, for free trade gives interna- 
tional division of labor and leads to 
the largest supply of goods—which 
means the lowest cost of living.— 
Nebraska Farmer.
